factory 
represents tanned and finished 


colt skins; one-tenth goat skins. 
The 


colt skins are all imported from 
Rus- 


sia. 
The Russians cook and eat the 


Josh of the young and tender colts, 
probably considering it a luscious table 
delicacy. They cure the skins thoroughly 
and send them to this country, where they 
are first tanned and thun passed through a 
variety of processes in their transferma- 
tion into gloBsy footwear. 


The tannery of tho Corona Kid Com- 


pany is located at Oamden, New Jersey, 
from winch place, after being properly 
and carefully tanned, the skins are sent to 
Bristol. 
Each skin is handled fifteen 


times, since there are fifteen departments 
or processes through which they all pass, 
beginning with the extracting plant for 
the removal of surplus grease j subjected 
to a thorough baking in the extensive 
ovens; 
going 
through alt the varied 


manipulations and finally reaching the 
last but not least important link in the 
chain of evolution, the gun-drying process. 


Tho bnko ovens are* conspicuous features 


of 
the establishment, occupying great 


spaces in the buildings, and capable of 
baking eight hundred dozen skins in a 
single day. 
Ten acres of the company's 


land are used for the sun-drying of the 
skins. This is a highly essential process in 
the finishing stage of the business, and 
surprising as it may seem, as many as 
eighteen thousand skins can be sunned at 
one time. 
The factory has turned out 


5400 tlcishi'd skins in a single day, which 
ia equivalent to 1,620,000 ft year. Its full 
capacity is even greater than these start- 
ling figures indicate, for it is capable o£ 
finishing seven hundred dozen skins dally. 
This stupendous production of a single 
f actor j, the seat of an industry for the 
conversion of colt skins into fine, polished 
leather, 
naturally fills the mind with 


something akin to wonder, and turns one's 
thoughts to the vast plains ot Russia and 
Siberia, where we might infer that young 
colts flourish "thick as autumnal leaves." 


In the several processes through which 


the skins pass they are securely fastened 
to larce wooden frames by means of twine 
and tacks, and forty thousand of these 
frames attract the eye at every turn in the 
passage through the buildings. 
As an 


illustration of the extent of this particular 
division of the work it may be added that 
about a ton and a half of tacks are used in 
a month. 


The factory employs four hundred lo 


four hundred and fifty men and boys. 
About one-fourth of this force are boys be- 
tween the ages of fourteen and sixteen 
years. The pay roll represents the dis- 
bursement of three thousand to thirty- 
three hundred dollars a week. 


All the finished product ot the factory is 


cased and sent to Boston, which is the hub

Archi- 
tects from nil oter the world have 
been ndtonlshed :,nd puzzled l>y the 
miracles in stone. 
There un great 


•relics and dome* compowd I'utircljr 
of small plows of stone emonted to- 
gether 
Ai-c-orillng to nil the rules of 


cwMtrnrflon, these archc-H rtml domes 
could not huve been built In the Unit 
place, and in the second would not hold 
together for a nilnutc, yet they arc 
there und are an Holld as though built 
of Htecl. 


It remained for un awayer from 


Denver who had settled In northern 
Mexico to solve the mystery. He culti- 
vated the friendship of a priest and 
persuaded him to aid In his Investiga- 
tions. Together they went through the 
musty records stored in the church 
vaults, whkh rim liack for two or 
three centuries, and there they found 
what appears to be a truthful and 
very plausible explanation of the won- 
derful feats of architecture. 


It was recorded that when one tier 


of stone was laid about the base of the 
building earth IUIB can-led and heaped 
up to Ihe level of the highest htoues; 
another tier was theu added and more 
earth piled up on each side of It This 
process was repeated until the dome 
and arches were reached 
Then the 


earth was rounded off to the Uesiicd 
shape and the stone cemented together 
on the surface of the ground. 
\Vh*>n 


sufficient time had elapsed for the mor- 
tar to set and become as hard as the 
atone Itself, the workmen dug out the 
dirt from the church, and It was ready 
for the finishing touches. 


Labor must have been cheap and 


plentiful in those days to perform such 
a stupendous task, and there Is ample 
reason to believe that It was cheap and 
plentiful.—Washington Star.
